The  most  unusual  event  of  our  elementary  school  career  was  that  we  spent  a  part  of  our 
fourth  year  in  the  high  school  building,  because  our  room  at  the  elementary  school  had  been  dam- 
aged by  a  wind  storm. 

In  the  eighth  grade  many  new  students  joined  our  class,  and  we  were  one  of  the  largest 
classes  to  roam  the  halls  of  E.  H.  S.  We  were  proud  that  the  eighth  grade  was  in  the  high  school 
building  that  year. 

Many  jokes  were  made  about  our  getting  lost  and  being  confused,  but  we  survived  and 
finally  emerged  as  freshmen. 

Already  being  veterans  of  a  year  of  high  school  life,  as  freshmen  we  were  well-adjusted, 
and  knew  the  teachers  and  routine.  Like  all  freshmen,  we  had  that  naive  self-assurance  that  only 
freshmen  can  possess.  We  learned  a  great  deal  that  year,  but  we  did  not  participate  in  many  activities. 
Miss  Nancy  Abernathy  and  Miss  Alice  Dixon  were  the  freshmen  sponsors. 

During  our  sophomore  year  we  became  more  aware  of  our  responsibilities.  Several  of  us 
went  out  for  various  sports.  Mr.  R.  H.  Abernathy  was  our  sponsor  that  year. 

In  our  junior  year  with  the  diligent  help  of  Mrs.  Reece  Gilliam,  our  adviser,  we  entered 
wholeheartedly  into  the  duties  and  responsibilities  that  were  ours.  We  sponsored  a  "Miss  Elkin  High" 
contest,  which  proved  very  successful,  the  title  being  won  by  Tommy  Jo  Darnell.  Our  class  rings 
came  in  December  of  that  year.  Our  class  officers  were  Libby  Royall,  president;  Gene  Nicks,  vice- 
president;  Peggy  Walters,  secretary;  and  Doswell  Gentry,  treasurer.  In  April  we  entertained  the 
seniors  at  a  banquet  at  the  Y.M.C.A.  with  music  by  the  "Rebels."  Seven  members  of  our  class  won 
letters  for  their  athletic  ability,  and  others  won  distinction  in  speaking  and  in  science.  The  year  was 
climaxed  on  class  day  when  we  carried  the  daisy  chain  for  the  seniors  and  sang  a  farewell  song  to 
them. 

We  entered  our  senior  year,  which  has  been  a  busy  one,  with  an  enrollment  of  thirty-five 
students,  including  three  veterans.  Our  class  officers  were  John  Cockerham,  president,  Doswell 
Gentry,  vice-president;  Peggy  Walters,  secretary;  and  Gene  Nicks,  treasurer.  Several  seniors  lettered 
in  sports  and  several  held  important  offices  throughout  the  school.  Our  senior  sponsor  this  year  was 
Miss  Emma  Cooke,  and  she  has  been  a  very  capable  one. 

This  year  the  Elkin  Schools  became  a  city  system  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  N.  H.  Carpen- 
ter. A  new,  lighted  athletic  field  was  completed  this  year  also. 

This  is  the  second  year  "The  Elk,"  our  annual,  has  been  published,  and  we  shall  always 
remember  the  thoughts  which  we  have  written  here. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  our  parents  for  the  opportunity  of  attending  high  school  and  to 
our  teachers  for  their  thoughtfulness  and  consideration  for  us  throughout  the  years  we  were  with 
them.  With  faith  in  our  homes,  churches,  and  school  as  a  basis,  we  look  forward  to  the  future  and 
what  it  holds  in  store  for  us.
